OeNTURY after century men broke thdr, necks 
trying to fly. They had not troubled todiscoverwhat 
Solomon called ‘‘the wfiy of an eagle in the ur.” 

In 1 8qi came Samuel I^erpont Langley, secretary 
o^ the Smithsonian Institution. He wanted facts. 
His first step was to whirl flat surfaces in the air, 
to measure the air pressures required to sustain 
diese surfaces in motion and to study the swirls 
and currents of the air itself. Finally, in 1896, he 
built a small steam-driven model which flew three- 
quarters of a mile. 

With a Congressional appropriation of 150,000 
Langl^ built a large man-carrying machine. Be- 
cause it was improperly launched, it dropped into 
the Potomac River. Years later, Glenn Curriss flew 
it at Hammondsport, New York. 

Coi^gress rej^arded Langley’s attempt not as a 
science experiment but as a sad fiasco and refused 
to encourage him further. He died a disappmnted 
man. 

Langley’s scientific study which ulrimately gave
